The first general meeting of shareholders was held at the City Ter- 
minus Hotel, on July 15,—Capt. CARLYON-SIMMONS in the chair, 

The notice convening the meeting was read. 

The report of the directors stated that while their sanguine expectations have 
not up to the present time been fully realised, they feel convinced that the pro 
spects of the Gc: mpany are such as to safely justify them in expecting that the 
outlay of a small additional capital will enable them to realise results which 
will amply repay the shareholders, and prove that they have not been mistaken 
in the value they have placed upon the property in which the shareholders’ 
money has been invested, aud they belicve that the amount of capital which it 
was at first decided to raise will prove sufficient for the purpose. Various cir- 
cumstances have arisen which could not have been foreseen or guarded against, 
and which have rendered it uccessary to expend a larger amount of money than 
was anticipated. As is almost invariably the case when works which have been 
standing idle for a long time come to be overhauled for the purpose of being re- 
paired and put in working order, defects were found which were not before dis- 
covered, timbers were found decayed and required to be replaced by new, and 
other defects made good, which increased to a very considerable extent the first 
estimate which had been made. The increased outlay on that account would 
not of itself have very materially affected the amount of the original estimate, 
but by far the most serious was the cost of replacing the mortar block. The 
mill had been repaired, and all the defects fully remedied by the end of last year, 
but when it was set to work it was discovered that the mortar block was defec- 
tive, and the mill could not be safely worked. The mortar block had been fixed 
not quite two years, and was, the directors were informed (the correctness of 
which iuformation they have no reason to doubt), one which might fairly have 
been expected to last for years to come, but from some cause which has never 
been explained it proved to have become quite decayed, and the replacing it by 
another wasa matter of absolute necessity.

Ashe had already directed 
attention to Mr. Ross Browne, it might not be out of place to quote 
what that great authority says with reference to that portion of the 
company’s property known as the Grizzly Mine. Mr. Browne says— 

**The Grizzly Mine, 1800 ft. long, ten miles eastward from Sonora, near the 

north fork of the ‘Tuolumne river, is on a vein from 6 to 12 ft. wide. The hang- 
ing wall is granite; the footwall slate, There are numerous horses in the lode. 
The pay is disseminated pretty evenly through the rock, which yields about $20 
perton. There ts a 20-stamp mill, which commenced work in 1859, and in two 
years took out $125,000, if rumour be true, The flood of 1862 carried off part of 
the mill, and stopped work awhile, but the mill is now running; in this mill 
the crushing is dry, and a blower is used to keep the dust from troubling the 
labourers. The amalgamation is done inten Hungarian cast-iron barrels, each 
3% ft. long by 244 wide; the charge for each is 500 or 600 lbs,, and enough water 
is added to make a pulp so thick that in ten minutes after the barrel bas started, 
small particles of quicksilver will be found in the pulp, which adheres to the 
finger thrust into the mass. About 50 lbs. of quicksilver are put in at a charge. 
The barrel revolves horizontally at a speed of eight or teu revolutions a minute, 
After running for seven bours water is added to thin the pulp, so much that the 
quicksilver will all settle, and after another hour of revolution the thin pulp Is 
drawn off, and another charge put in, All the amalgamation at the Grizzly 
mill is done in these barrels. There are two iron cylindrical boilers, each 3 in, 
in diameter, and as long as the barrel inside, and these turn and assist in the 
amalgamation during the revolutions of the barrels. The barrels are cleaned 
up once in two weeks. Amalgamation proceeds more readily if hot water is 
used. Mr. Philip S. McDonald, who was superintendent of the Grizzly mill for 
a time, and has the repute of being a very competent man, prefers the system of 
dry crushing and amalgamating in close barrels. By the ordinary modes of 
crushing and amalgamation much of the fine gold is carried off by the water. 
In dry crusbing, however, it is necessary to protect the labourers from the dust, 
which has been known to cause death in three months where no precaution 
was used,’”’ 
Such being the case, they could hardly expect to pay a dividend for 
the first year, although he was bound to confess that they did cer- 
tainly expect to return a large amount of gold. Disappointment in 
this respect had caused their available resources to run low, and 
shareholders would be acting only with justice to themselves by sub- 
scribing the small additional capital necessary to reap the full ad- 
vantage of their previous expenditure. He was pleased to see pre- 
sent Mr. Hawes, who worked the mines for some time, and was still 
a largeshareholder. Shareholders might feel perfectly satisfied that 
the property was being worked in as economical a manner as any 
mine on the Pacitic coast, and that the main expenditure had been 
incurred with the view to the substantial success of the company 
rather than to the realisation of immediate results, Under these 
circumstances, he did hope shareholders would come forward and 
subscribe a little more capital, and thus enable the executive to place 
the mine in a dividend-paying condition, As one of the directors, 
he should be very happy to subscribe for his proportion of the un- 
allotted shares, having perfect faith in the future success of the 
concern. With those few remarks he would move that the report 
and balance-sheet be received und adopted, 

Mr. M. BROWN seconded the proposition. 

Mr. HESELTINE said that, looking over the balance-sheet, he found that the 
actual mine cost—that is, the expenditure in underground development, had 
not exceeded 19031., and that the return made was one bar of gold, weighing 
69 ozs. —— The CHAIRMAN raid the item of 19031. was exclu-iveof pliant; and he 
did not hesitate to say that for such a small expenditure a very large amount 
of work had been done. 

Mr. BROWN said that, taking the actual mine cost only, the return was more 
than 10 per cent. 

Mr. Ross, F.R.G.8., said he held a large stake in the company, and also re- 
presented a large number of shareholders. He wished to enquire whether there 
was any possibility of the expenses of management being reduced until such 
time as the property had been placed In a dividend-paying condition ? 


The CHAIRMAN sald there were necessarily many very larger items of expendi- 
ture at the outset of an extensive undertaking like this, which would not recur 
—items of permanent plant, maobinery, &c. ; in addition to this a very favour- 
able contract had been entered into with the miners to sink and drive. The 
expenditure at home would also be much smaller, 

Mr. POWKLL asked tf the shareholders might hope that the directors would 
accept a less remuneration ? —The CHAIRMAN said the directors had deter- 
mined to draw uo more fees until the mine had been placed in a profitable post- 
tion, (Hear, hear.) 

Capt. SANDYS asked from what part of the mine the bar of gold was obtained ? 

Mr. HAWES said it was yielded from the stopein the Grizzly Mine—it was 
really obtained from a part of the mine that was abandoned by the former pro- 
prietors ; and the rich samples on the table afforded a very tangible evidence of 
the actual auriferous value of the property. 

Mr, G. Ross referred to theallusion tn the report that an offer had been made 
for the Martin Mine—Why did not the directors sell it? —-The CHAIRMAN said 
the directors were awaiting some further opinion as to ita value; and, more- 
over, tf the shareholders came forward aud subscribed for the unallotted shares 
sufficient capital would be raised to prevent the necessity of disposing of it. 

Mr. Ross cvuld not see the use of keeping it if they did not intend to work it. 

The CHAIRMAN said the directors were of opinion that it should be kept 
until at least they could realise its value, the more especially as Just now Ame- 
rican mines were realising such largesums. He could mention mines that had 
been recently sold for 150,004. and 200,000L,, that could not be compared with 
the Martin Mine either in extent or value. The directors were strongly of opl- 
nion that tf sufficient capital could be raised the Martin Mine should most cer- 
tainly not be sold, 

Mr. POWELL asked if the Martin Mine had been proved ?-—The CHAIRMAN 
replied in the affirmative, adding that the only outlay now necessary would be 
in the shape of labour, } 

Mr. Hawes, in reply to questions, stated that the Grizzly Mine 
was opened in 1857, It was discovered by an old miner, personally 
known to himself, who, shooting at some large animal, broke off a 
piece of gold. The mine was very successfully worked till 1864, when 
litigation ensued, the expenses of which absorbed more than had 
been paid for the property. The result was it laid idle for about 18 
months, when it fell into the hands of Mr, Gashwaller, who with him- 
self (Mr, Hawes) worked it till 1868, In 1864 a “cave” took place, 
which necessitated the running of a tunnel underneath for a distance of 137 ft., 
the price paid for it being $10 per foot. Having described the other works car- 
ried owt in the opening of the mine, he stated that he had seen ore from the 
mine yleld over $200 per ton ; the vein was 16 ft. wide, and could be traced for 
1680 ft., the whole extent of the company’s property. He rebullt the mill, and 
also sunk 66 ft. on the vein, which was very large, but in 1866 they were obliged 
to “shut down,” no funds being forthcoming. Since the present company had 
bad the property they had sunk an additional 60 ft., and put the mill in first- 
class condition, and on the best possible plan. All now wanted was sufficient 
money to run two tunnels, He was sure tf that were provided, that in the course 
of two mouths there would not only be enough gold returned to pay dividends, 
but also to work the Martin Mine. From that mine alone he had forwarded, 
through Messrs. Wells, Fargo, and Co., a little over 31,0 0,000, which could be 
verified by the consul at San Francisco, All that was wauted was to get under 
the paying * chute.” 

Mr. BROWN asked what amount the rock would average ?——Mr, HAWES: 
About $40 to 35” per ton, and there was any quantity of tt. 

Mr. BRowN : Then it was a simple question of labour to get it out ?——Mr, 
Hawes: That fs all. 

Mr. Ross said he had in his hand a private letter, just received from Sonora, 
in which it was sald by the writer—‘* That he had the same high opinion of the 
Grizzly Mine as when he saw it three years ago; the vein now shows visible 
gold In the botiom level. Mr. Haste has sunk the shaft 70 ft. below this I vel. 
The mill and machinery Is now in good working order, A drift can be run into 
and under the paying shoot for less than 10001, Mr. Haste and I took from the 
pay-shoot a box of quartz, which will be forwarded to you this week. It isan 
average of the pay-shoot, not of the mine, With very little more money you 
will do very well.’’ The writer adds—* There Is now a great excitement tn this 
county respecting quartz—new veins are being found, and old ones are ylelding 
enormously. The Confidence Mine, which a San Francisco expert denounced, 
while he praised the Grizzly, is yielding from $35,160 to $50,010 monthly, at a 
cost of less than $5000; and a vein about two miles from the Grizzly is paying 

75 per ton.”” 

° Mr. CRUMP asked if the quartz on the table had been taken from the vein now 
working ?——Mr. HAWES said that since he was on the mine in August they had 
sunk 66 ft., and those specimens (pointing them out) were taken from the vein 
during siunking—it was merely veinstuff, and not the leader. Some of the spo 
cimens on the table (pointing them out) would produce $500 per ton. 

Mr, ERLE suggested that as the development of the property had been brought 
up to guch an important and interesting point the next general meeting should 
be held in six months from the present time. 

The CHAIRMAN said the board would be only too glad to meet the shareholders 
iu six months, the more particularly if they had avyching special to report. 

Mr, HAWES, in reply to a question, stated that the difference between the 
Grizzly and Martin Mines was that the vein in the former was very large and 
required a great deal of timber, while that in the Martin being small but lMttle 
timber was required. 

The CHAIRMAN asked Mr, Hawes if he considered the money provided by the 
issue of the unallotted shares would be sufficient for their requirements? They 
would produce 42701. —Mr. HAWEs fully belleved that would be ample for both 
mines. He was a very large sharebolder—inu fact, one of the largest—and he 
had notsold a single share; and he Was naturally very anxious to do every- 
thing in his power to make It a success. 

A SHAREHOLDER did not know whether he was asking too much when he en- 
quired the stake held by the directors ? 

The CHAIRMAN sald the average holding of each director was 255 shares, 
and there were over 200 shareholders in the company, The question of issuing 
the unallotted shares had not yet been mooted to the shareholders, but he had 
no doubt whatever that they would at once take up the unallotted shares, if it 
were decided to issue them ; 5s. per share would be ample to call up at a time. 

Mr. HAWES, in reply to a question, stated that the expenditure entirely de- 
pended upon the amount of rock crushed, but 1t might be put down that the 
crushing would uot cost more than about $5 per tou, 

Mr. HESELTINE thought it would be satisfactory if the shareholders could have 
an assurance that the unalloted shares would provide sufficient capital. 

The CHAIRMAN said the mecting had beard the opinion expressed by Mr. 
Hawes upon the subject, and the board would give an assurance that not more 
than 5s. would be called up at a time. 

Mr. HAWES did not think that morethan 11, per share would be required. The 
fact was, the whole of the expenditure had been incurred, and enough ground 
had been laid open for two years tocome, without furthersinking, Atthesame 
time, however, he should mine as well astake away the quartz. If they got $25 
to $30 ore it would pay 400 to 500 per cent, upon the whole of the shares ; $5 per 
ton would pay expenses, and when tn full work they should not exceed 3344 per 
ton, including renewal of plant, &c. He should be very much disappointed if 
he did not get a good dividend next year. 

The motion adopting the report and balance-sheet was then put and carried 
uvanimously. 

Upon the proposition of Mr. CRumP, seconded by Mr, HESELTINE, it was una- 
pimously resolved that the unallotted shares should be offeied pro rata to the 
existing sharebolders upon such terms as the directors may think fit. 

The retiring directors were re-elected, 

A vote of thanks was passed to the Chairman and directors. 

The CHAIRMAN, in acknowledging the vote, said that it was as much their 
interest as it was their duty to continue to do everything in their power to pro- 
mote the best interests of thecompany. (Hear, bear.) He thought Tuolumne 
compared most favourably with every company, both as tothe economical man- 
ner in which the whole of the details were ca: ried out, and also as to the fa- 
vourable position of the mine, and the unusually encouraging prospects pre- 
sented, They were yet young, and although, like other great mining enter- 
prises, they required more capital than originally computed to place them in a 
proper position, the evidence adduced that day was incontrovertible that they 
possessed a really valuable property. Let each of them put thetr shoulders to 
the wheel, and assist in demonstrating to the world that Tuolumne was second to 
few mines now before the public. (Hear, hear.) As far as the directors were 
concerned no stone would be left unturned to make the company a grand suc- 
cess. (Hear, hear.) ——The proceedings then terminated, 


THE GREAT SNAEFELL MINING COMPANY. 


The first meeting of shareholders was held in St, James’s Hall,

The CHAIRMAN stated that as the company had only just com-

The CHAIRMAN then declared the meeting to be an extraordinary meeting of 
shareholders, and it was resolved that the Articles of Association altered so 
far as the same provide for the registration of the company in England, by strik- 
ing out such words as render it neces-ary to register the company in England. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman and directors terminated the proceedings.

The report of the directors was read, as follows :— 

The directors are happy to state that sluce the general meeting, held here on 
Nov. 25 last, the prospects of the company have materially improved. It was 
stated In their report to that meeting that out of the working capital of 80001, 
an expenditure of 300l. per month beyond the returns was being made in open- 
ing out ore ground, and tn driving cross-cuts to well known side lodes, and it 
was considered these oy erations would lead to important results, They have 
now to report that the Carreg-y doll lode has been intersected at two levels—the 
80 and 90—and the 100 will soon be reached, and that In this part of the sett an 
entirely new and profitable mine may be opened out, The western ground at 
Morfa-du, which ts in a line with, and in precisely similar strata to, the great 
open cast, which ylelded a profit of 6,0 0.0001, sterling, has been prosecuted with 
vigour; and the lode tn the adit is gradually becoming productive, From this 
ground the directors have great expectations of success. There is also a large 
quantity of blue stone on the mine, which can be raised and sold at a good profit. 
In reference to the precipitate-pits, the directors had a difficulty for some months 
in procuring the necessary quantity of old iron, but several cargoes have since 
been purchased, and the pits are now in full work, The most important feature, 
however, is the rise in the price of copper; and as it is expected to rise still 
higher, the directors look forward with confidence to making considerable profits 
from this as well as the other resources of the company. 


The report of the agents was read, as follows :— 

July 19.—1 laying before you my report of these mines, I beg to state that the 
works are going on with much regularity, and that explorations are being vigor 
ously carried on In various places, and several small trials have also been made 
at different points which have opeaed up tribute ground that gives place to some 
of the old pitches that have become poor and exhausted. In the 100, west of 
Gwen's shaft, we have driven a cross-cut south 13 fathoms, and intersected the 
south branch course, where we are now driving east on the lode, and hope soon 
to reach the run of ore ground formerly productive in the levels above; the 
end at present ts ylelding good stones of copper ore, and letting out a little 
water, which is a favourable ladication. We are also driving a cross-cut In the 
100, towards the Carreg-y-doll lode, and expect shortly to ent. r upon the lode. 
In the 90, west of Dyer’s shaft, we have driven a cross-cut 18 fathoms south from 
the old lode, and intersected the Carreg-y doll course, on which we are now 
driving west, where the lode will yield 5 tons of copper ore per fathom. This 
is quite a new feature in this partof the mine, as itis comparatively new ground, 
We have also a rise going up in the back of this level which will yield 3 tons of 
ore per fathom, with more ore standing in the hanging side, which will come 
away by stoping. In the 80 we have also intersected the Carreg-y-doll lode by 
driving a cross-cut 18 fathoms, and are now entering on the run of ore referred 
to in the 90, the 80 being about 7 fathoms west of the 90. We propose when the 
south part of the lode is reached to drive east, and sink a winze to meet the rise 
now going up tn back of the 90; by so doing it will ventilate the workings, and 
increase facilities for stoping the ore ground now being laid open. The 8: fm. 
level, east of the cross cut, on the south branch course, is producing good lumps 
of copper ore, and as we advance in this direction we expect to lutersect some 
cross-Joints which had a favourable Influence in connection with the lode in the 
upper levels, and we hope to meet with similar results here. The 80, east of 
cross-cut, on the south branch course, has been driven 22 fathoms, opening up 
ground that will pay for working on tribute; we are now driving a cross-cut 
from this level to communicate with Gwen's shaft, which will in a few days 
be holed through, and give us good ventilation, and also shorten the distance 
for conveying stuff to the shaft. In the 65, west of Gwen's, we are on the point 
of holing through to some tribute workings on the south branch course, which 
will afford greater facilities for working this ground also, In the 30, east of 
Dyer’s, we are driving on the middle lode to provea plece of promising ground ; 
this end tv gradually improving, and will at present yleld 2 tons of good copper 
ore per fathem; we bave reason to believe that we shall soon lay open good 
tribute ground about this place. The adit end at Morfa Du ts being driven 
north towards the White Rock shaft, and we have recently cut into lodey ground 
of a highly minerall-ed character, producing good stones of copper ore; this 
end is within 7 fathoms of the perpendicular line of the shaft, and about 
10 fathoms below its present bottom. ‘The shaft is at present full of water, and 
we hope whon the end gets under it that it will drain the water, so as to enable 
us to sink it through the adit end, which will make it convenient for working 
and proving this important part of the property. 

Blue Stone at Morfa Du: We have cleared out some old levels and worklugs 
in order to examine the blue stone vein, which we find has been worked through 
from the adit level to surface, where a former company had a large bunch of 
this mineral. Wecan see blue stone in many places, but in rather small quan- 
titles. I have been informed by some of the oid miners that there is a large de- 
posit of blue stone under the adit level, but. in order to prove this machinery 
would be required.—Pitches: We have 21 tribute pitches working in different 
parts of the mine, some of which are yielding good copper ore, while others are 
rather poor, but, on the whole, they are looking much the same as for some time 
past. We hope soon to open ground for more tribute pitches.—Halvans: In 
this department we bad several drawbacks to contend with in the commence- 
ment, caused by the want of water and other derangements, but having, after 
some time, put these matters to right, we are now enabled to carry on the 
works more regularly, and hope the future returns will be increased.—Precip!- 
tation : In thls department we have had for some time less water than usual in 
consequence of the long draughts during the past and present season, but when 
the beavy rains set in we look forward for increased returns from this quarter. 
We have at present a good stock of old scrap iron on hand.—Ochre: We have 
on hand ready for sale 760 tons of ochre, which was purchased from the late 
company. We have also a large deposit of native ochre, which will add to the 
future returns of the mine.—Machinery: The engines and pitwork are all in 
pretty good condition, and are at present working well. 

General Remarks: The number of bands employed in these mines under- 
ground are—On tutwork, 44 men; on tribute, 78 men; pitmen, timbermen, 
skipfillers, wheelers, &e., 8 = 130 men. At surface in various departments, 110, 
including boys and girls, making altogether 240 hands. In conclusion, I beg to 
gay that our general prospects are encouraging. The mine is gradually im- 
proving, and with a good advance in the price of copper we should soon be Ina 
position to show favourable results.—THos, MITCHELL.

_. Stz,—As a general observer of passing events in the minin 
it has appeared somewhat singular to me that West Chiverton shoulj 
| be singled out for so much adverse comment; the more so when the 
mine, it is well known, has not only the most magnificent plant, but 
its finances are really in a better state than the finances of any othe 
dividend mine in Cornwall. ; 
For the last six or eight months a writer in the West Briton has 
attacked this property on every possible occasion, and his remarks 
have poisoned the minds of many of the shareholders, and hayg 
been quoted by London papers, thus injuring the mine in the estima.

seriously. But how does the case really stand? The early managers, 
much against the wish of the shareholders at the time, and against 
the usual custom of Cornwall, determined upon always keeping g 
large balance in hand; and they have invariably carried over a ba. 
lance, after payment of dividend, of something over 90002. But it 
is now said—l, if this be a real balance, why are there bank Charges 
of 1002.; and 2, the costs are one month behind? In reference to the 
| first charge, it is well known to all acquainted with Cornish mining 
| as well as to the writer in the West Briton, that miners’ wages have 
to be paid in gold and silver, and that bankers charge a commission of 
| Ithink, 5s. percent. for it. This is the custom throughout Cornwall, 
and for a mine paying 2000/, a month in wages this charge must be 
a considerable one, The West Chiverton people are open and candid 
enough to specify this charge. Other mines, which pay more than 
| treble the amount to their bankers, charge it in the costs, so that the

of the agent who had always charged a certain sum every monthon, 
particular account, and which, on examination by a curious share. 
| holder, proved to be a good monthly dinner, The item was then 
| struck out of future cost-sheets, and the curious shareholder, noticing 
| the omission a few months afterwards, referred to it, when he was

Cook’s Kitchen, again, 
had a balance shown of 2767/., out of which 18372. was divided, 
Here also the costs, of more than 1500/. per month, for May and 
June (at least 3000/.) are a debt due somewhere! Will the corre 
spondent of the West Briton inform us what the bank charges are 
at South Condurrow, West Frances, and Couk’s Kitchen ? 
Banking affords curious anomalies in Cornwall. A mine may have 
even a credit balance of 2000/. at a bank, and if the purser drawsa 
cheque for pay to that amount the banker will charge him 5s, per 
cent. for cash, and 2s.

DOMINION OF CANADA OILS REFINERY COMPANY.—The machi- 
nery of thiscompany, shipped by the Medway, arrived safely at Quebec 
on June 29, and the corresponding set of engines, stills, pumps, &c., 
forming the two complete distilling and manufacturing apparatus, 
reached Quebec by the Thames steamer on July 14. Advices from 
Canada, under date of July 5, contain the following announcement :—That two 
new wells were struck on June 21, one yielding 50 barrels per day, and that from 
the other, between 3 P.M. and 9A.M. the day following, there were tanked 500 
barrels. The line on which these wells are struck crosses the company’s land, 
which is now believed to lie on the great oil belt of the district, Although this 
circumstance was not contemplated when the company’s purchase was effected, 
the fact that ojl can be pumped from the property of the compauy may be of 
great importance, It appears that on the same line, or great oll belt, in Lake 
Huron, directly westward from the company’s land at Sarnia, the gas from the 
oll bubbles up through the water, and will fire from a match. The Chippewa 
Indians have refused to sell any more of their reserves beyond what this com- 
pany DOW possesses, 


IRON, STEEL, AND OXIDE OF IRON.— Messrs, H. LARKIN, A. LEIGH- 
TON, and W. WHITE, Hampstead, have patented an invention the object of which 
is to produce iron, steel, and oxide of iron free from deleterious impurities. The 
inventor dissolves crude iron in bydrochloric acid to convert the coutained iron 
into ferrous chloride, which is then purified by crystallisation and afterwards 
decomposed, the chlorine of the chloride being reconverted into hydrochloric 
acid, which is applied to dissolve a further portion of tron or ore. During the 
solution of the crude iron in the acid, the sulphur and portions of other dele- 
terious impurities are carried off by the hydrogen which is evolved. ‘The solu 
tion is carried on in large covered tanks containing the jron,and through which 
the acid is caused to flow. Impure bydrogen is evolved in quantity amonnting 
to 15,000 cubic feet per ton of iron dissolved. This gas ts collected and utilised. 
In the case of using an ore instead of crude metal, it ts firet roasted and after- 
wards reduced to powder. It is then heated to reduess in any suitable retort or 
furnace in contact with coke or other deoxygevating material, in order to re. 
duce any ferric oxide it may contain either into metallic trou or Iuto ferrous 
oxide. The black powder obtained is then stirred in a sulution of hydrochloric 
acid until thecontained metal or ferrous oxide has been dissolved out, becoming 
converted into ferrous chloride,

EXTRACTING METAL FROM SILICATES.—Mr, P. KAGENBUSCH, of 
Lambeth, takes the silicate proposed to be operated on, and roasts it for about 
two hours at a red heat. It is then to be thrown while red hot into cold water, 
and ultimately dried. The process of smelting {s effected in suitable furnaces or 
crucibles, the silicate being used with fluxes, in about the following proportions 
—one part of the silicate, half a part of chalk, half a part of calcined soda, one- 
eighth part of sal ammoniac, one-sixteenth part of borax, one thirty-second 
part of wood charcoal. These ingredients are to be thoroughly mixed and re- 
duced by a triturator or levigator to a fine powder. They are then placed in 
the crucibles or furnaces, and subjected toa white heat for about six hours, 
When the maas is reduced to a fluid condition It is to be well stirred with a brass 
rod or rake: a composition of zinc, copper, and lead in equal proportions, in the 
proportion of one-eighth of an ounce of each, to 1 Ib, of silicate, is sometimes 
added. After about six hours smelting, litharge or oxide of lead in the propor- 
tion of half a part of litharge or oxide to one part of the silleate is added. The 
whole ts stirred with an ordinary stirrer for about one hour, and the mass again 
brought to a fuld state,

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REMARKS.—Throughout the week steadiness has characterised the 
metal markets. A good business has been done generally, and some 
metals have been in active demand. Prices have been fully main- 
tained. In some instances enhanced values have been established, 
and even among those descriptions which have already experienced 
a considerable rise the tendency still appears to be to further pro- 
gress in the same direction. Doubtless as the demand increases efforts will be 
made to furnish an adequate supply, but at the moment it appears as if pro- 
ducers and manufacturers were unable to meet the demand made upon them 
Bearing in mind the long period of quietness through which we have passed, it 
is not to be wondered at, now that the disturbing causes have been removed, 
that there should be a steady and continuous revival in business, resulting in 
pressure upon the powers of the suppliers, and a consequent demand on their 
part for higher prices, It is quite impossible to form any idea of the extent of 
the requirements of continental nations, nor how far our country may becalled 
upon to meet the demand ; but when itis remembered that Government works, 
the enterprise of public corporations and private companies alike, have been 
at astandstill for more than a year, owing to the war, and that the mercantile 
operstions of other countries were materially restricted from the same cause, It 
is but reasonable to look for a return of that activity to which we were accus- 
tomed before the disturbing causes already referred to came into operation. 

CopPpEeR.—During the earlier part of the week there was more ac- 
tivity in the copper market than’ later on. Prices have remained 
steady. The majority of transactions reported in Chili bars have 
been at 68/., and quotations have been 677, 103s. to 69/.; ores, 14s, 
A considerable purchase has been made in Wallaroo at 77/., and 
Burra has fetched 782, to 801, 

Iron.—AIl branches of the iron trade are buoyant. The demand 
is on the increase, and it is quite impossible for manufacturers to 
execute their orders fast enough. To add to the difficulties under 
which they labour, the great heat of the past few days is already 
beginning to tell upon the powers of endurance of the men. They 
cannot stand at the furnaces, and, consequently, work progresses 
slowly. The strike still continues, so that a combination of difficulties beset 
the masters. Iron from stock commands higher prices, and large orders for 
speedy delivery are not readily placed, even at advanced rates. Last month’s 
exports from South Wales are as follows:—Newport, 29,693; Swansea, 2781 :

THE MINES REGULATION AND THE METALLIFEROUS 
MINES BILLS. 


The remarks we made three weeks since as to the probable fate of 
the Mines Regulation Bill have been fully borne out by the speech of 
Mr. GLADSTONE on Monday night, although even now there are 
some persons sanguine enough to believe that the proposal of Mr, 
BrvcCE to refer the two Bills at once to a select committee, with a 
view to reducing the amendments to the smallest number, so as to 
afford the House an opportunity of passing them this session, is one 
that is really feasible : we are certainly not amongst that number. 

The Mines Regulation Bill, in one shape or another, has been be- 
fore the House of Commons during the last three years, and for 
several months past delegates on behalf of the working miners have 
been in London making the way smooth for several important 
amendments, but all their efforts and time have been thrown away, 
seeing that Mr. GLADSTONE has determined nothing shall hinder 
the progress in the Commons of the Ballot Bill, although it is very 
doubtful if it passes the House of Lords this session. Therefore it 
is that on an important subject, in which the lives of a large body 
of workmen are involved, the whim of one man is to overthrow 
the work an expense of three vears, and take away from the miner 
those safeguards from accidents whilst following his dangerous em- 
ployment which he had been -o long looking forward to, 

With regard to Mr, BRUCE'S proposal, there is no doubt that many 
of the amendments might be modified in committee, but there are 
others of great importance, on which neither the colliery proprietors 
nor the representatives of the men will give way. Amongst them 
may be mentioned the penalty clause, which imposes fines and im- 
prisonment, the age at which boys should enter mines, and the num- 
ber of hours they should be employed—matters of vital consequence 
to the mine owners, The menon their part have arranged for several 
amendments being proposed, and have also agreed with certain mem- 
bers to introduce them. Amongst those which are considered of the 
greatest consequence may be mentioned the weighing of the miners’ 
work, Mr. J LANCASTER is to propose that—“ he present systems 
of measuring and gauging in many places are known to be fraught 
with great evils to the working miners, It is proposed that the whole 
method of determining the miners’ work, when got by quantity, shal! 
be by weight only.” The introduction of the weighing system into 
South Yorkshire, it may be said, cost the association there several 
thousands of pounds, and the men now at every pit pay a weighman 
of their own, Amongst other amendments is one to be brought for- 
ward by Mr, MUNDELLA, prohibiting the employing of females about 
mines and collieries ; and another by Sir R, ANSTRUTHER, making 
the payment of weekly wages compulsory, 

The question as to the inspection of mines has long beenin an un- 
sati-factory state, seeing that there are pits in the most fiery districts 
in the kingdom that are never visited by an Inspector until after a 
serious fatality has tuken place, It has been proposed that for the 
better inspection of the mines a number of sub-Luspectors should be 
appointed ; but to this there are many and grave objections, which 
have been urged with considerable force during the last two or three 
years. However, it is to be proposed by Mr, FoTHERGILL—a yen- 
tleman largely interested in mining operations in South Wales and 
other districts—* That there be appointed a large number of sub- 
Inspectors to assist the general Inspectors that now exist ;” whilst 
Mr. MUNDELLA is to move that all mines shall be inspected at least 
ouce in every three months, Lord ELCHO, who on behalf of the 
men has taken a deep interest in the progress of the Bill, is to proe 
pose that, as serious accidents have frequently occurred by men being 
left in mines without any person todrawthem to the surface in case 
of an accident, an engine-keeper shall always be stationed at the 
mine when men are working underground ; and also that owners 
and agents be compelled to take a daily registration of the actual 
state of mines in the air-ways, &c. A great deal of importance has 
always been attached to the wording of the first general rule in the 
existing Act, with regard to which Dr, LYON PLAYFAIR is to move 
to omit the words “under ordinary circumstances ” from it. 

There are several other important amendments, amongst them to 
make owners and agents only pay fines when they violate the statute 
when it becomes law. It will constantly be watched that this will 
not be the law by Lord EvcHo. In addition to these, it will be 
moved that no blasting with powder be allowed in avy fiery mine; 
that the lnspector of the district’s name be affixed to all special 
rules; that all old shafts be securely fenced with brick or stone, Dr. 
Lyon PLAYFAIR will move that all engine-keepers shall be well 
known to be competent persons ; that managers be trained men, after 
five years’ experience ; that there be stopping-places every 10 yards 
on inclined planes; and that there be proper means of signalling 
from top to bottom in shafts over 20 yards deep. 

From the above alone it will be seen what chance there would be 
even supposing the Bill were sent to Committee, as suggested by Mr, 
Bruce, of becoming law this session, or that one-half of the clauses 
aand amendments could be got through in two morning sittings, 

The Metalliferous Mines Bill, although scarcely of such import- 
atice as that relating to coal mines, still ought to have been passed 





this session, But it is evident that legislation of a practical cha- 
racter, and with a view to the saving of lite, has been «abandoned 
this session by Mr. GLADSTONE in favour of a measure which few 
now care about, and which no one would have been in the slightest 
degree injured had it been let to stand over untill the next session. 





A WORD IN SEASON. 

With money at 2, and even 1? per cent., there will assuredly be the 
usual rush to speculate, and capital will probably be withdrawn from 
its legitimate and safe investment for the tempting, if not more se- 
cure, returns which are said to be in the more distant future, Cheap 
money always has been, and we suppose al ways will be, the time when 
fresh chanuels for more lucrative investments are eagerly sought after, 
and long-pent-up hoards are now brought out and emploved, in the 
hope and expectation that a better return will be obtained. So far 
as it goes this is not only very natural, but very right. A capitalist, 
whether large or small, is bound to make the best use of the means 
at his command ; but still, having regard to the wild speculation of 
1866, the sudden collapse of many of the air bubbles which then 
floated in the commercial world, the ruin it brought upon hundreds 
of till then well-to-do families, and the subsequent stagnation of trade 
and commerce throughout the kingdom, a word in season on our part 
will not be altogether out of place, There can be little doubt, we 
think, that trade and commerce generally throughout the country have 
taken a favourable turn, Every indication of the commercial baro 
meter shows that it is steadily rising. We have recovered to a great 
extent from the stagnation of the last four or five years, and trace 
is now apparently based upon a more sound and sure foundation than 
for years past ; and this is the very time when the greatest prudence 
and caution should be exercised in the investment of capital. In the 
time of prosperity we are more apt to be led astray with gilded pro- 
mises and hopes than when acheck isgiven toour desires and ambition. 

Already we see in the commercial horizon signs of inflation and 
speculation—prospectuses are beginning to appear of limited liabi- 
lity companies promising 30 and 40 per cent, return for the money 
invested, and other tempting offers are put forth which we fear will 
prove too formidable baits for many to resist—to be followed we 
may be sure with the same disastrous results as in 1866. In making 
these remarks we should be very sorry to have it supposed that we 
condemn many of the enterprises which have lately been launched, 
and which are now before the commercial world. Speaking on be- 
half of the mining community, we have no hesitation in stating that 
itaffords as fair and as successful and legitimate spheres of opera- 
tion as any other branch of trade aud commerce. There are scores 
of mines and collieries partially opened up and worked, which up to 
the present moment have proved unremunerative, simply and solely 
for the want of more capital to complete, and thus to realise a fair 
return upon that already expended, There are sound commercial 
undertakings connected with the iron and coal trades of the kingdom, 
in which the investment of a few more thousands would prove 
most advantageous to all concerned; and there are large maiden 
mineral areas awaiting favourable commercial opportunities for de- 
velopment and working. Our words of caution do not so much apply 
to these channels for the use of the now surplus cash as to the ephe- 
meral bubbles Iuunched by speculatcrs who promise rapid means of 
wealth, and which in 1866 proved so destructive to the prosperity of 
the kingdom, There are unquestionably many most useful and legi- 
timate channels for the employment of all! the surplus cash at dis- 
posal, and which if only discreetly and prudently invested will yield 
a fair remuneration. The present time, however, promises to be a 
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enjoyed a high credit; and Chili, Peru, and the Argentine Repubjj 

have also done their best to deserve one, There are still some South 
American Republics which, deaf alike to the voice of reason mae: 
the dictates of sound policy, ignore the just claims of their creditors 
and appear to make no effort to meet them, These States must, until 
they return toa better mind, remain outlaws from the great monetar 

‘entres of the world, and must continue in a condition of semi-bar, 
barism. But Brazil, Peru, and Chili, and especially Brazil, may re! 

on receiving the utmost possible assistance from Europe in the a 
velopment of railways on their soil. :

Can nothing be done to bring the ruinous conflict between labour 
and capital in the South Wales district toend?) We cannot advangg 
any arguments in favour of one side or the other which have not 
been adduced over and over again, but we can appeal to both parties 
for their own interests and welfare, to let moderation guide them in 
any efforts made to cut short this internecine warfare. It is no usg 
uow to refer again to the causes which have brought about the pre. 
sent rupture (the Amalgamated Miners’ Union have assuredly much 
tounswer forin that direction, and for the perpetuation of the strike); 
the men are now standing about idle, their wives and families are 
being starved, the poor rates of the various Unions are being daily 
swelled, and homes are being broken up. On the other haud, coi. 
lieries and other large works are at a standstill, a vast amount of 
capital is unemployed, and, consequently, unremunerative, and the 
trade of the district is being driven elsewhere, Our correspondents 
from South Wales describe the state of business as something doe. 
plorable; there are literally miles of empty wagons lying unused 
ships desert the ports, unable to obtain freights, and the traffic re. 
turns of the various local lines of railway show such serious decrease 
in revenue as must have an appreciable effect upon dividends, The 
disastrous effects of a strike were never more tangible than now vi. 
sible in the South Wales district. From all other parts of the coun. 
try the reports of the state of the staple trades are most cheerful: 
commerce, generally speaking, is reviving, and the works for the 
most part are wellemployed. Notso, however, in Wales; here there 
is a serious check, and prosperity is on the wane. How long is this 
to continue?) How much longer is South Wales to be debarred from 
taking its fairshare in the increasing trade of the country? Many 
many thousands of pounds have already been lost. Let not such 
suicidal policy be continued. The masters have long since given 
their ultimatum, and renewed their offer for a settlement of the whole 
question at their meeting held in Bristol last week, They have again 
offered to refer all points at issue to arbitration; this is certainly 
fair and reasonable, and shows a desire, at all events, on the part of 
the proprietors, to deal justly and properly. They repudiate, and 
rightly too, the interference and dictation of Union demagogues and 
agitators, A conference between the proprietors on the one hand 
and the agents or representatives of Unionism on the other hand, 
would unquestionably widen the breach, aad render an amicable un. 
derstanding more improbable than ever. A conference, or reference 
between master and men, however, would probably lead to a peace 
able adjustment of all differences, and an immediate resumption of 
work, Let the men discard the advice of interested partisans, accept 
the masters’ offer to arbitrate, and if moderation prevails, and the men 
would consult their own interests, we have little fear of the result,

RAILWAYS IN SOUTH AMERICA, AND THE ENGLISH 
IRON TRADE, 

The three leading States of South America—Brazil, Chili, and 
Peru—have all thoroughly appreciated of late years the great im- 
portance of developing railways in their wide territories, and the 
English iron trade has benefited sensibly in consequence, especially 
during the current year. ‘The exports of British railway iron to the 
three countries named have been as annexed during the first six 
mouths of the last three years :—

In other words, it would seem that this interesting group of South 
American States imported more than twice as much railway iron in 
the first half of this year as in the corresponding period of 1869, 
With the help of a guarantee of 7 per cent. Brazil has attracted a 
certain amount of Euzlish capital to her shores, aud has demon- 
strated to her popalation the advantages of railways to such an ex- 
tent that, although the Brazilian Treasury seems now somewhat shy 
of extending its guarantee to fresh railway enterprises, the work of 
construction is still by 00 means suspended, and is likely to continue 
almost indefinitely, Although the Brazilian Government appears to 
think that it has done enough in the matter of guarantees, some of 
the provincial governments—Brazil being a Federal monarchy—are 
tuking the matter up, and provincial guarantees may possibly prove 
sufficiently attractive to native capitalists to induce them to invest 
in such undertakings as may receive them, The evil of guarantees, 
imperial or provincial, no doubt is that, in the first place, they lead 
to unnecessary outlay in construction, while, in the secoud place, on 
the completion of guaranteed lines the officials in charge have not | 
that stimulus to the coliection of a large aud remunerative revenue | 
which other and apparently less favourable circumstances would give 
them, But, however this may be, Brazil would probably have heen 
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much longer without railwaysthan she has been had not the Brazilian 
Treasury determined on making some sacrifices in the matter, Chili, 
as well as Brazil, is quite alive to the importance of railways.

Such are a few glimpses of South American railway progress, and 
certainly the doings of a group of States which take between them 
nearly 5000 tons per month of British railway iron cannot be a 
matter of indifference to the British iron trade. If, as we may fairly 
do, we throw the Argentine Republic in, and class it among the iron- 
importing States of South America, the total would probably be nearer 
6000 tons than 5000 tons per month. Hitherto the resources of South 
American States have been frittered away in continued internal con- | 
vulsions and almost constant foreign wars, so that it may be said 
with perfect truth that they have given up to party what was meant | 
for mankind, But better things may now be hoped for. Brazil has 
set her‘neighbours a good example, and intercourse with other na- | 
tions, and the more general diffusion of sound economic ideas and 
principles are also having a salutary effect, Brazil has for years

COMMERCIAL TONTINES,—The system of tontine, combined with 
the assurance. of the lives of the tontineers, appears to be rapid y 
gaining favour amongst men of business, it being now very exteu- 
sively recognised that many commercial and industrial undertakings 
can by the aid of the tontine system be made enormously profitable 
to the shareholders, and also that “ the tontine system, coupled with 
insurance, is the tontine system modified by the abolition of its re- 
semblance to gambling.” Conducted with integrity, there is, per- 
haps, no other system which offers the capitalist equal security, If 
the investment be really sound it is practically impossible for the 
tontineer to incur loss in any case; if he die before the close of the 
tontine his representatives receive at ouce the entire amount invested 
(although he may have been receiving interest thereon during his 
lifetime) ; and if he survive the tontine (usually ten years) he re- 
ceives his proportion of the additional profits reserved fur survivors, 80 
that he may find even after receiving, and not re-investing, the in- 
terest upon his capital the whole time it has been invested that his 
capital is doubled—he invests 1002., receives interest thereon for ten 
years, and at the end of the time has 2002, returned to him, The whole 
business can be conducted with the same certainty as any other as- 
surance business, aud many railways, mines, and other industrial 
euterpri-es could at once obtain capital if required by inviting sub- 
scriptions for it on the tontine principle,

ALLOYS OF IRON AND MANGANESE.—Mr., F. Kony, at a recent 
meeting of the Iron and Steel Institute, described the process now 
em; loyed at the Phenix Foundry, Glasgow, for the production of 


| these alloys, which are necessary for the Bessemer, Siemens, MarteD, 


and other steel processes, ‘The force consists in reducing a mixture 
of carbonate of manganese and oxide of iron, in presence of an excess 
of carbon, upon the hearth of a Siemens’s furnace, by means of & 
neutral or reducing flame, The furnace bottom is of ground cvke, 
shaped into the form of a large crucible, In this the finely ground 
mixture of manganese, iron, and coke is kept for three or four hours 
at a red heat, It thus becomes converted into a metallic sponge 
containing the reduced metals from both oxides, which is, by raising 
the temperature to a full white heat, run down toa regulus, The 
quantity of manganese in the alloy depends greatly on the tempera- 
ture employed to melt the regulus, hence the necessity of a Siemens 
furnace, by which a high reducing temperature can be obtained. 
The alloys thus produced contain an average of 20 to 30 per cent, of 
manganese, An ordinary size furnace, worked by one man, yields 
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f ferro-manganese every 24 hours, at a cost of about 7/. per

Such were the high pretensions of those interested in the scheme 
of the Mine Adventure. Mr, Waller writing at the same period in 
the form of a circular to the people of England gives a remarkable 
account of the Cardiganshire mines, ‘ This Adventure,” he says, 
“is recommended to the world as an undertaking whereby not only 
his Majesty’s Customs and the trade and wealth of England will be 
advanced by the lead and copper being commodities aud manufac- 
tures of our own country, and thereby the exportation of our coin 
and bullion, obtained with so great difficulties from the Spanish In- 
dies, in great measure prevented,” 

After giving a séction of the veins on the estate of Sir Carbery 
Pryse, he adds, “ And thus you see that there are eight large veius of 
silver, lead, and copper ore, lying near together in one mountain, 
where one level serves to drain the water from all or most of the said 
veins, and which (it is presumed) can’t be paralleled in any part of 
the Christian world.” And, again, having set forth the advantages 
of the situation of these mines, it is stated, “ From all which it 
plainly appears (by calculation) that with a stock of 20,000. and 
good management, the said mines would yield a yearly profit (over 
and above all charges) of 171,9702. 19s, 9d. for lead, besides the sil- 
ver, which is believed will yield, one tun with another, about 142. 
in silver per tun of metal, and may, in all probability, double this 
valuation of the mines, This valuation may seem incredible to many 
persons not skilled in the art of mining, nor acquainted with the 
vast advantages that may be made from mineral works, especially 
so large and so well situated near the sea as these are. But if de- 
monstration will not convince, ’tis vain to use any other arguments.” 

This dictum, though written so long ago, holds good equally to 
the present day. There is no doubt that the great mass of the gene- 
ral public are totally ignorant of the immense value and importance 
of our great mineral deposits. On a future occasion we will notice

REPORT FROM MONMOOTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


July 20.—Taking into account all the branches of the trade, it must 
be adinitted that the amountof busiuess transacted with foreign buyers 
has not been quite equal to what was expected. The chief drawback 
in this district has been the marked absence of Russian orders ever 
since the autumn of last year, for previously the orders given out by 
Muscovite purchasers formed one of the principal dependencies of the 
great rail-making establishments, British India has also been com- 
paratively a poor customer for sume time past, and still from those two men- 
tioned sources the specifications arriving are unimportant. Che xtensive re- 
quirements of the American Staies, Wits occasional orders from the colonies of 
South America, have almost solely produced the aetivity which now prevails in 
the Welsh trou trade, aud it is quite clear that had it not been for the alinost 
unprecedentedly large engigemenuts entered into with those countries this trade 
must still have remained in anything bat a satisfactory state. Some of the 
leading European buyers are beginning to enter (he market more freely, and 
the orders offered, together with the very large enquiries whieh still reach the 
di-triet from the American market's, ke-p the rail mills well employed. Colo- 
nial requirements are also increasing. B-sides steel and iron rails, bridge and 
shipbuilding iron is in pretty good request, and for bars there is a good enquiry, 
atenhanced values, Arvices show the demand for pig iron to be increasing, 
notwithstauding the extensive production which has gone on for some ttunie, 
Specifications are on offer in all directions and quotations are advancing. 
Makers producing this description of raw material are looking forward toa very 
exteusive busivess, and, anticipating a still increasing enquiry, they contiaue 
tu extend their powers of production, Tin-plite makers are booking orders 
without difficulty at the advanced rates, and they are pushing forward opera- 
tions as much as possible to met thedemand.

were two furnaces, called the Bedlam Furnaces, William Reynolds 
proprietor, blown by a 50 single-power engine, one furnace making 20 
and the other 30 tons per week of melting pigs, chiefly forsale, There 
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were then also two at Coalbrookdale, blown by a large water-wheel, 
and each making, we believe, 40 tons per week. The large make is 
accounted for by the fact that coke and charcoal were used mixed 
to produce iron for use in the foundry and puddling furnaces, No 
iron is now made at Coalbrookdale, but operations at the foundry 
are increasing and improving; new engine and fitting shops are 
being built, The company, with which Abraham Darby and some 
of the principal members of the Ebbw Vale Company are connected, 
are making machinery for the latter works ; they are also sending 
off 1200 stands for sewing-machines for Wilcox and Gibbs, We are 
glad to find that Bullevant and Allen, the well-known manufacturers 
of patent steel and wire-ropes, and telegraphic wires, have bought 
the Lawton Works, near Shifnal, which have been standing for some 
years, for 42002, They were valued at 27,000/. by the company when 
in operation, The machinery would, of course, be of little use to the 
present company, who will at once begin to fit them np. One of the 
inconveniences suffered was a defficiency of water, but the purchasers 
are going to bore, 





REPORT FROM THE NORTH OF ENGLAND. 


July 20.—All departments of the Iron Trade of the North are brisk, 
Makers of rails do not report the receipt of any new orders of im- 
portance during the past week, but most houses are well off for work 
for some little time ahead, and are hopeful of continued employ- 
ment when orders at present on hand are executed, They are en- 
couraged in this expection by the numerous enquiries in the market, 
a majority of which are, perhaps, for American requirements, Rus- 
sian demand is slightly improved, and there is rather better enquiry 
for this class of iron from the Contiment, For ship-plates and angle- 
iron an animated demand exists. Shipyards are exceedingly busy 
throughout the district, The demand for iron steamers is such as to 
keep the majority of builders in full work, and correspondingly in- 
creases the specifications for the needful supply of iron material, 
Prices in this brauch are stiffer this week than last. The continuance 
of the engineers’ strike on the Tyne has the effect of diverting orders 
to the Tees and other parts, the result being the marine and general 
engineering firms in Cleveland are busy. At this season of the year 
bar-iron makers are a good deal pressed for the completion of orders 
for shipment, and the demand for home purposes is also pretty good. 

The movement with respect to the re-adjustment, if necessary, of 
the wages question, is one of some interest just now, and is occupy- 
ing a good deal of attention. A deputation from the Board of Arbi- 
tration is to wait upon Mr. T. Hughes, M.P., in London, next week, 
to lay before him the necessary information to enable him to say, as 
Arbiter, whether the advance asked for by the men shall be conceded, 
The workmen of the Stockton district have asked Mr. Hughes to ad- 
dress a meeting of the workmen, in the evening of the day on which 
he gives his award, believing that such a course “will strengthen the 
hands of the board, and tend to popularise the principles of arbitra- 
tion and conciliation.” 

The attendance on ’Change at Middlesborough, on Tuesday, was 
large. Demand for pig-iron was brisk. The market opened firm, at 
48s, 6d. for No. 3 pig-iron, and remained so till near the close, when 
some of the leading makers quoted 49s,, net cash, Last week’s quo- 
tations for No, 1 and No. 4, were firmly adhered to, but are not re- 
ported to have undergone any change. The Pig-iron Trade in Cleve- 
land is very brisk. The large make is being entirely consumed, and 
stocks in some instances are also going down, ‘The new furnaces in 
the district are being pushed forward as rapidly as circumstances 
will permit, and some of them will be ready for blast very shortly. 
Those at Lackenby, and the two new furnaces of Messrs. Bolckow, 
Vaughan, and Co., at Eston, will be completed very shortly, 

Foundries are busy, and several new pipe orders have lately come 
into the market. The annual meeting of the Institute of Mechanical 
Engineers will be held at Middlesborough next week,

THE CONVEYANCE OF COALS TO LONDON FROM THE NORTH.—The 
recent struggle which has been carried on between the Great Northern and 
Midland Railways with regard to the transit of coals on their espective lines 
has called attention to the subject In the North, and it ts understood that an 
attempt will shortly be made to revive the sea-borne coal trade by means of 
screw colllers of a much larger size and on a different principle from that 
which now exists; and, taking advantage of th: improved facilities by tn- 
creased depth of water in the Tyne, it isstated that excellent household North- 
umberland and Durham coals may be supplied on the premises of London con 
Buiners at from 15s, to 16s. per ton—thatis to say, at some shillings below what 
it 1s possible for coals to be supplited by any ral!way lines, A new colllery on 
the Durham side of the Tyne will, it is expected, shortly be able to work largely 
a first-rate household coal avatlable for the London market. Many years ago 
Charlotte Main, Berwick, and Craster, and other collieries were largely worked 
on the Tyne to supply the London market with household coals, and were 
highly prized by London consumers, but for some years back the produce in the 
Tyue district has been mainly clean coals, 





TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 


. July 20.—There has been a large supply of vessels of all kinds dur- 
ing the past week, and a good shipping business has been done 
both in imports and exports. Quantities of timber, esparto grass, 
&e., have been landed, and large quantities of coals, coke, iron, and 
chemicals exported. A number of vessels are loading iron rails in 
the Ty ne Docks, this trade being exeeeding brisk, and the demand 
for chemicals of all kinds for shipment very large. Looking at the 
general state of things, it is remarkable that a considerable falling- 
off has taken place in the traflic on the North-Eastern Railway sys- 
tem, but this is accounted for as among the results of the engineers’ 
strike. There is no sign at present of the immediate termination of 
this awkward dispute, although it was fully expected that a meet- 
ing would have taken place between the men and masters on Mon- 
day. It was anticipated that an arrangement had been made that 
delegates from each work should meet the employers or their repre- 
sentatives at the Central Station Hotel at a certain hour. But it 
appears that owing to some misunderstanding the meeting did not 
take place. Large numbers of men mustered at the Central Station, 
and great anxiety was shown as to the result of the meeting; and 
after the time appointed was past Mr. Burnett, the President of the 
League, addressed the men, and made a speech not at all concilia- 
tory. The nine hours pure and simple, and no surrender, is still the 
cry, and ever will be the ery of the League so long as they remain in 
power. The only hope of a speedy termination of the strike is for 
the men to take the matter into their own hands, and treat with the 
masters without the intervention of the League. 

On Monday the eighth annual pic-nic of the Northumberland 
Miners’ Association took place on Blyth Sinks, when it was estimated that not 
Jess than 30,00) persons were present. The immense number of men who at- 
ten:ied this most interesting meeting, the numerous excellent bands of musie, 
and the manuer in which all of them conducted and enjoyed them«elves, suffi- 
olently attest the prosperous condition of the stalwart pitmen of Northumber- 
land, and also the progress they have made in general knowledge and iutelll- 
gence. There were several excellent «peeches, and some very sensible and useful 
remarks were made by Mr. Burt and others. According to his views, which are 
quite correct, great {improvements have been made in the working of mines, and 
in consequence they are much safer, and also more salubrious for the workmen 
than formerly. The only changes now advocated of importance on the part of 
the workmen are a less number of hours per day for the boys, and a later hour 
for starting in the morning. The reduction of the hours of labour is a very im- 
portant and difficult question, and itcannot, in our opinion, be effected without 
reducing the -arnings of the whole of the employees. With regard to the early 
hour at which miners in this di.trict generally start, there seems to be no valid 
reason for it, as the custom of starting at two in the morning has come down to 
us from very early times, and we see no reason whatever for such an absurd 
usage. It might very properly ve made two hours later, or 4 o'clock. 





THE COLLIERY INSURANCE COMPANY,—A company of this kind has 
long been required, and many proposals have been made and various 
schemes projected at different times for securing this very desirable 


object. The present company, however, is likely to supply the want | 


which has so long been felt, both by workmen, agents, and owners 
of collieries, The company has been formed with a nominal capital 
of 1,000,000/,, half of which sum is intended to be raised in the first 
instance, which will be ample for the purposes of the company. It 
is intended to insure either individual shareholders in a mine, or the 
whole of a mine, against loss by fire or any kind of accident, and it 
is only reasonable to conclude that numbers of proprietors will avail 
themselves of the privilege of doing this at a cheap rate. With re- 
spect to lives, there is: no doubt that a large number of miners of 


various grades will also avail themselves of the privilege. There are 
in this district 307 collieries, and about 100,000 miners, and only a 
very small portion of those men are insured, though numbers of them 
will no doubt be glad to insure when they have the opportunity of 
doing so; and we may confidently assume that the officers in mines 
will pay especial atteution to this important subject. 








REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 


July 20.—The Iron Trade of North Staffordshire is, on the whole, 
in a satisfactory condition, both as regards the pig and finished de- 
partinents, With few exceptions, the makers of pig-iron have booked 
sufficient orders to absorb their probable produce for the quarter. 
For any additional specifications the makers require an advance of 
2s. 6d. per ton, but at present buyers are not disposed to give the 
higher rate. Ironstones are 3d. per ton higher, the demand from 
South Wales being particularly buoyant. 

In the South Staffordshire district there is rather less demand this 
week for household fuel, but coal and slack for forge and foundry 
purposes are in active request, The trial sinkings at Sandwell and 
Aldridge are making satisfactory progress, Native ironstones com 
mand an improved and improvingenquiry. Quotations are certain 
to be higher before the end of the quarter. In the iron trade busi- 
ness is, on the whole, steadier, The pig-makers are not seeking 
orders except at advanced quotations, There are rumours of other 
furnaces than those recently described being got ready for operation. 
Finished iron is, on the whole, in satisfactory request, the demand 
for hoops, bars, gas strip, and galvanised sheets being especially im- 
proved, The classes of iron used in the fabrication of agricultural 
implements and machinery are in active request, the “ Royal Show” 
having stimulated the demand in this direction. It is not consi- 
dered at all likely that the recent failures in the iron trade will exert 
any serious influence in the commercial circles of the district, 

The iron foundries in the district are in well sustained operation, 
the demand for mill and forge castings being especially brisk, Atthe 
Victoria Foundry, West Bromwich, rolls for tramway sections are in 
course of execution, and itis expected that the extension of tramways 
in this and other districts will largely increase the demand for this 
description of produce, The tube trade at Wednesbury is brisk, and 
it is estimated that the aggregate production of tubes in this town 
during the last twelve months exceeded 15,000,000 ft. It is expected 
that the proposed revision of the price list will be unanimously adopted 
by the trade in the course of a few weeks ; there are only one or two 
malcontents at present. The engineering ironwork makers are as a 
rule well engaged in the wheel, axle, and other departments, and there 
is a fair amount of activity at the bridge and girder yards, The Wil- 
lenhall lock trade is steadily improving, and the workpeople are now 
having regular employment, Bolts, latches, and currycombs in the 
same neighbourhood are in steady request, Marine ironwork, such 
as chain-cables, anchors, &c., commands a steady enquiry at Tipton, 
Cradley, and other localities in the Dudley district. 

The South Staffordshire and East Worcestershire Institute of 
Mining Engineers start for their four days’ excursion to Sou.h Wales on Monday 
morning. ‘The excursionists will have an opportunity of visiting the Crumlin 
and Maesyewmmer viaducts, the Dowlais Ironworks, the Abernant Ironworks, 
Mr. Nixon’s Duffryn Steam-Coal Colliery and Ventilating-Fans, Cardiff Docks, 
the Mwyndy Iron Ore Company’s mines, the Tondu Ironworks, the Yuiscedwin 
Works, &c. The fare for the entire excursion being only 47s., there can be no 
doubt that many kindred s cieties might advantageously make similar arrange- 
ments for visiting distant places in which their members are interested. 








REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE, 


July 20.—The production of iron in Derbyshire is still large, and 
will be considerably increased shorly, as some new furnaces are nearly 
ready to be blown-in, There is still a brisk business being done in 
gas and water-pipes at the leading establishments, and also in heavy 
castings. The works in the neighbourhood of Derby continue ac- 
tive, and the strike at Messrs, Fletcher’s Ironworks has been brought 
to a termination, after lasting about a fortnight, as it appears the 
Society of the Amalgamated Engineers, to which several of the men belonged, 
did not countenance the action taken. Work bas been resumed on the same 
terms as was offered in the first instance by the employers, which was that all 
extra work should be reckoned in hours as ‘‘ time and a quarter” instead of 
“time and a half,’’ as demanded, At Staveley there Is a good deal of activity 
at the ironworks, whilst a large tonnage of coal for the season is being raised. 
It must be highly gratifying to Mr. C. Markham, the managing director of the 
works alluded to, to find that his efforts to promote technical and general edu- 
cation at the schools connect:d with the works bave been appreciated by the 
adults and children, The report received from the Rev. J. Blandford, one of her 
Majesty’s Inspectors, states with regard to the boys school that ** discipline and 
order are excellent. his school is in an admirable state of efficiency. In ad- 
dition to the two extra subjects of grammar and geography, iu which a large 
portion of those who were examined passed, most of the boys in the upper stand- 
ards had learned from 150 to 200 lines of poetry, which they repeated with accu- 
racy and intelligence.’’ ‘* Discipline and order good’? were also the terms in 
which the girls and infants’ schools were reported. There are few mining dis- 
tricts in England where so much attention is given to the education of the 
young as in the nelghbourbood of Chesterfield, or where the employers of labour 
have been so munificent in the establishing of schools, Staveley, under Mr. 
Markham, is really a model place, and stands alone, as far as we are aware, for 
educational establishments for the young and the adult, many thousands of 
pounds Laving been pald for those purposes, At Clay Cross, also, much has 
been done by Mr. Binns in the same direction, 

The neighbourhood of Whittington Moor, between two and three 
miles from Chesterfield, is fast becoming a very important one, building going 
forward in all directions, owing to the development of the minerals in the 
locality. A large foundry being about to be commenced will also largely in- 
crease the present population, In the Unstone Valley, also, considerable pro- 
gress is being made, and before long there will be a great increase in the out-pit 
of coal in (hat district 

More than usual activity now prevails in the heavy branches of 
the Sheffie d {rades, and orders cannot be turned out fast enough, for the cry is 
* Still they come.”’ Many of the manufacturers working to the rull extent of 
their means are considerably behind hand, so that there is every appearance of 
their being kept, even with the present orders alone, fully employed for some 
months tocome. Rails, points, springs, and every description of railway ma- 
terial are in very brisk demand, The heavy armour-plate mills of the well- 
known firms of Brown and Cammells, are kept fully going, whilss at the Besse- 
mer «ides of both companies there Is the greatest activity in the production of 
ralls, tyres, axles, springs, &c , and orders cannot be got out of hand sufficiently 
quick. Indeed, all the Bessemer makers are very busy tn every branch. There 
is more doing in files and agricultural implements, but only a moderate busi- 
ness i. being dove in cutlery. principally for best qualities, inferior sorts being 
still very quiet. In the Rotherham district trade, on the whole, is good, and the 
foundries are now well employed in stove grates, kitchen ranges, palisadings, 
and general castings. At Parkg:te the mills are fully worked, turning out con- 
siderable quantities of rails, plates, sheets, &c, The brass-casting establish- 
meats, and makers of weldle:# tyres, wheels, and axles are all doing well, whilst 
the Coa! Trade of the district is brisk for the season. 

The South Yorkshire Coal Trade is still active, although there has 
been a fal.ing off in the demand for house coal for the London and other markets. 
Steam qualities, however, are in better request, more going to London and the 
Thames than was probably ever sent before, whilst the tonnage going to Hull 
and Grimsby is of fully an average character. A movement is now going on, 
initiated by the colliers, for the payment of their hurriers according to the 
quantity of coal got, instead of by day, the object being to equalise, as far as 
possible, the amount received by each according to the labour performed. ‘The 
hurriers are not likely to receive the proposal very kindly, but, seeing that the 
secretaries of the Miners’ Association are doing all they cau to effect the change, 
the chances are in favour of it beiug carried out. At the Lund Hill Colliery 
there has been a question as to the usingof gunpowder, which has been referred 
to Mr. Wardle, the Government Inspector, for decision. In the meantime the 
men at certain places are to work on day wages Instead of on piece. 

In the West Yorkshire district the engineers’ works and forges are 
very busy in almost every description of material, including rails, axles, plates, 
&e. A considerable business is being doue in press-plates for finishing textile 
good. pecullar to the district, also in crucible steel castings. ‘The well-known 
steam-p!ough works of Messrs. Fowler and Co. continue to be busily employed. 
In the neighbourhood of Bradford the exteusive iron and steel works continue 
very active in almost every branch.
